RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I With the kidnap- 
ping of an American and threats to inflict 
on him the same degrading punishments 
seen at Iraq’s U.S. -run Abu Ghraib prison, 
suspected al Qaeda terrorists appear to have 
unleashed a new tactic in their violent drive 
against Saudi Arabia’s rulers. 

Saudi authorities searched Sunday for Paul 
M. Johnson, an American who was appar- 
ently abducted by militants who also claimed 
responsibility for gunning down another 
American in Riyadh the day before. 

It was the third killing of a Westerner in 


the Saudi capital in a week, part of a stepped- 
up campaign aimed at driving out foreign- 
ers and sabotaging the oil sector, key to the 
Saudi economy and basis of the rule by the 
kingdom’s royal family. 

The U.S. Embassy warned that the attacks 
appeared to follow extensive surveillance of 
the two Americans slain over the past week. 
Kenneth Scroggs was shot in the back as he 
parked in the garage at his home on Saturday. 
Last Tuesday, Robert Jacobs was also killed 
in his parking garage. 

Al Qaeda, led by Saudi-born Osama 


bin Laden, often rails 
against Saudi Arabia’s 
rulers for their close 
links to the United States. 

“The Saudis know that 
this is an enemy that is 
coming after them. The 
killing of foreigners ... is 
a direct attack against 
the Saudi regime,” Secretary of State 
Colin Powell said on ABC’s “This Week.” 

Powell said Saudi leaders are mobilizing 
all resources against militants but added, “I 
think that there is more that they can do.”

Escalating Attacks 
Expected in Iraq 


Rice, Powell warn that 
Iraqi leaders face more 
threats in weeks ahead 

WASHINGTON I Iraqi leaders will 
face increasing threats of violence 
as the June 30 transfer of politi- 
cal power nears, Bush administra- 
tion officials said Sunday after two 
assassinations in Baghdad. 

Insurgents and Saddam’s loy- 
alists are stepping up efforts “to 
shake the will” of the new govern- 
ment, the U.S.-led coalition and the 
Iraqi people, Bush’s national secu- 
rity adviser said. 

“They’re not going to succeed,” 
Condoleezza Rice told CNN’s “Late 
Edition.” 

“And indeed, there will contin- 
ue to be violence, because these are 
people who have no future in a free 
Iraq,” Rice said. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell 
said “very brave and bold and cou- 
rageous Iraqi leaders have stepped 


forward into positions of responsi- 
bility, and these murderers are try- 
ing to assassinate them, to undercut 
this new government.” 

Even with U.S. troops and pri- 
vate contractors aiding Iraqi secu- 
rity forces, “It’s going to be a dan- 
gerous period,” Powell told “Fox 
News Sunday.” 

The United States hopes that 
the establishment of a sovereign 
Iraqi government will undercut 
the insurgency, allowing security 
to improve so that balloting for an 
elected administration can be held 
in January. 

Powell said “the real solution to 
the security problem” is for Iraqi 
forces to be trained quickly. The 
United States is working diligent- 
ly to accomplish that, he said. 

About 150,000 U.S. and other 
coalition troops will remain 
in Iraq after June 30 to help 
with security, under a U.N. res- 
olution approved last week.

Gas Prices See First Drop This Year 


LOS ANGELES I A boost in gasoline 
production and a dip in oil prices 
have led to the first nationwide drop 
this year in gas prices at the pump, 
an industry analyst said Sunday. 

The weighted national aver- 
age price for all three grades of 
gasoline was $2.04 per gallon on 
Friday after rising more than 59 
cents since mid-December, said 


Trilby Lundberg, who publishes the 
biweekly Lundberg Survey, which 
regularly polls nearly 8,000 gas sta- 
tions across the United States. 

The average price for all grades 
on the last survey in May was slight- 
ly above $2.10 a gallon. 

The drop at the pump also 
reflects an effort by refiners to 
maximize their gasoline produc- 


tion and increase supply. 

The national weighted aver- 
age price of a gallon of gasoline on 
Friday, including taxes, was about 
$2.01 for regular, $2.11 for midgrade 
and $2.20 for premium. 

Tulsa, Okla., had the lowest aver- 
age price of any city, with self-serve 
regular at about $1.75. The highest 
prices were in the San Francisco 
Bay area, at $2.32, Lundberg said.

Churches Face Conversion 


Condos built in former 
Boston parishes could 
be the next hot trend 

BOSTON I When St. Peter and 
Paul church was sold to a devel- 
oper, there was a lot of resistance 
in South Boston. Not only was 
the beloved church closing, it was 
being turned into something that 
was anathema to the working- 
class neighborhood: luxury con- 
dominiums. 

As the Boston Archdiocese pre- 
pares to put 60 churches up for sale, 
developers and real estate brokers 
predict they will be converted into 
condos because the market is hot for 
trendy, distinctive real estate. 

“They’ll sell in a heartbeat, over- 
night, in 10 minutes,” said Peter 
LaBranche, a real estate agent 
in Newton. Eric Reenstierna, 


an appraiser who specializes in 
church properties, said convert- 
ing them into living space is often 
difficult and expensive because of 
the desire to preserve unusual archi- 
tectural details. 

But that aversion isn’t over- 
whelming, and the draw of stained 
glass, stonework and moldings can 
translate into pricey apartments, 
Reenstierna said. 

The Rev. Christopher Coyne, a 
spokesman for the archdiocese, said 
there will be open bidding for the 
properties but the archdiocese will 
try to find buyers who plan to con- 
vert the churches to uses consistent 
with the church’s mission. 

At St. Peter and Paul, the one- to 
three -bedroom condos are priced 
from $300,000 for the smallest 
one-bedroom unit to $1.2 million 
for a penthouse with the bell tower 
of the church, denise lavoie (ap)

Explorers Unearth 
5,000-Year-0ld 
Cemetery in Egypt 

CAIRO, EGYPT I Archaeologists 
have unearthed a 5,000 -year-old 
necropolis with 20 well-preserved 
tombs in a poor neighborhood just 
outside Cairo, Egyptian authorities 
announced Sunday. 

The site in the suburb of Helwan 
is a mixture of small, plain tombs 
with larger ones meant for the mid- 
dle and upper classes that contain 
alabaster, limestone, clay and copper 
pots and pans, the statement said. 

The necropolis also contains a 
limestone relief with early uses of 
hieroglyphic texts, said Christian 
Kohler, head of the Australian team 
of archaeologists. She was quoted in 
the statement from Egypt’s Supreme 
Council of Antiquities. 

Two large limestone tombs at the 
site date to the Old Kingdom, 2575- 
2134 B.C. and contain a collection of 
small chapels and niches, (ap) 


Insurgents stepping up 
campaign against 
Iraq’s new leadership 

BAGHDAD I A suicide car-bomber 
killed a dozen people Sunday near 
a U.S. garrison in Baghdad, the 15th 
car-bombing in Iraq this month. 
Elsewhere in the capital, gunmen 
assassinated a senior Education 
Ministry official. 

Kamal al- Jarah, 63, the Educat- 
ion Ministry official in charge of 
contacts with foreign governments 
and the United Nations, was fatally 
shot early Sunday outside his home 
in the city’s Ghazaliya district, a pre- 
dominantly Sunni Muslim neigh- 
borhood where support for Saddam 
Hussein had been strong. 

Al- Jarah’s death occurred one day 
after Iraq’s deputy foreign minister, 
Bassam Salih Kubba, was mortally 
wounded in another Sunni neigh- 


borhood while driving to work. The 
Foreign Ministry blamed Saddam 
loyalists for the killing. 

In Washington, Secretary of 
State Colin Powell said U.S. forces 


would do “everything we can to 
try to defeat these murderers.” 
However, Powell told “Fox News 
Sunday” that “it’s hard to protect 
an entire government.” 


The suicide attack near the 
U.S. Army’s Camp Cuervo in 
eastern Baghdad left 12 dead, 
including four policemen, offi- 
cials said, but there were no 
American casualties. 

The upsurge in violence in 
Baghdad occurred as fighting 
broke out Sunday around the Taji 
air base on the northern edge of 
the city. An American soldier was 
killed and two others were wound- 
ed during an ambush north of Taji, 
the command said. One assailant 
also was killed. 

A U.S. Army OH -58 helicop- 
ter crashed near Taji later Sunday, 
but the two -member crew survived 
“in good condition,” the U.S. com- 
mand said. The cause of the crash 
and whether it was related to the 
fighting was unclear, but the U.S. 
command said there was no indi- 
cation the aircraft was shot down.

Key Terror 
Figure Held 
In Pakistan 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistani 
authorities have arrested 10 suspect- 
ed al Qaeda members, including a 
nephew of detained terror master- 
mind Khalid Shaikh Mohammed, 
who has been in U.S. custody the 
past year, Interior Minister Faisal 
Saleh Hayat said Sunday. 

The men were arrested over 
the weekend in separate raids in 
the southern port city of Karachi, 
Hayat said. The Pakistani military 
has been engaged in four days of 
fierce fighting in the area that has 
left more than 50 suspected mili- 
tants and 17 security forces dead 

Among those arrested was 
Masrab Arochi, a nephew of former 
al Qaeda No. 3 Mohammed, who 
was captured in March 2003 near 
Islamabad. Arochi had a $1 million 
bounty on his head, Hayat said, and 
is believed to have been behind sev- 
eral attacks in Pakistan. 

“It is a major breakthrough,” 
Hayat said. “We have made a big 
dent in the al Qaeda network.” (ap)

Milosevic Loyalist 
To Face Runoff for 
Serbian Presidency 

BELGRADE, SERBIA- MONTENEGRO I 
A nationalist supporter of oust- 
ed President Slobodan Milosevic 
took the lead in Serbia’s presiden- 
tial election Sunday, but faced a 
runoff with a pro-Western party 
leader, according to unofficial pre- 
liminary results. 

The results, released by the Center 
for Free Elections and Democracy, or 
CESID — a non-government group 
whose early counts have proven 
reliable in the past — put Tomislav 
Nikolic ofthe Serbian Radical Party 
in the lead with 30.7 percent of the 
votes cast, followed by Boris Tadic 
of the reformist Democratic Party 
with 27.4 percent. 

Since no candidate garnered 
more than 50 percent of the vote, 
the two leading contenders will com- 
pete in a runoff to be held on June 27, 
said Zoran Lucic of CESID. (ap) 


French, German ruling 
parties fall behind in 
Parliament elections 

LONDON I Voters across Europe 
punished their leaders for getting 
involved in Iraq — but also turned 
on German Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder and French President 
Jacques Chirac, leading opponents 
of the war, projections showed. 

Many governments had a hard 
time in the 25 -nation vote for the 
European Parliament, which ended 
Sunday. Among the few that did well 
were Spain’s Socialists, who recent- 
ly withdrew troops from Iraq. The 
Socialists — surprise victors in 
March elections after a massive 
terrorist attack — won in Spain. 

Overall, center-right parties won, 
taking between 247 and 277 seats in 
the 732-member body, according to 
projections. The center-left is fore- 


cast to win 189 to 209 seats. 

According to early projections, 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair’s 
Labour Party fared badly in the par- 


liamentary vote. The results were 
widely perceived as a rebuke for 
Blair’s support for the Iraq war. 
But the picture was made more 


complex by results in Germany 
and France. Schroeder’s Social 
Democrats took a bashing, with 
their share of the German vote 
falling to 21.4 percent, their worst 
performance since World War II, 
exit polls indicated. Schroeder’s 
popularity has waned over high 
unemployment and his drive to 
trim social programs. 

Chirac’s conservative Union for a 
Popular Movement, with about 16.5 
percent of the vote, finished behind 
the Socialist Party, which garnered 
30 percent of ballots cast, according 
to the Sofres polling firm. Polls indi- 
cated that many voters were angry 
about Chirac’s reforms of pensions 
and other social programs. 

For some, the most remarkable 
outcome was the level of participa- 
tion: the 44.6 percent turnout was 
the lowest ever in a European Parl- 
iament election, and just 28.7 percent 
voted in the 10 newest states, (ap)

Oken Case Stirs 
Execution Debate 


Murderer scheduled 
to die this week by 
lethal injection in Md. 

B A LT I M 0 R E I If convicted murder- 
er and rapist Steven Oken dies by 
lethal injection as scheduled this 
week, he will be the first person 
executed in Maryland since the 
state put a moratorium on capital 
punishment in 2002 to study the 
death penalty. 

Raymond Paternoster, the 
author of the state -commissioned 
study, said he doesn’t think the 
state has addressed the problems 
the study found. 


The 2003 study said that pros- 
ecutors are more likely to seek the 
death penalty for blacks who mur- 
der whites. Since 1923, 83 people 
have been executed in Maryland; 64 
were black, and 19 were white. 

But relatives of Dawn Garvin, 
one of three women murdered by 
Oken in 1987, say they hope they are 
finally nearing the end of a 17-year 
quest for justice. Garvin’s brother, 
Fred Romano, said that the family 
is “counting down the days.” 

Michael Lawlor, one of Oken’s 
attorneys, said a petition seeking 
a stay of execution would be filed 
with the Supreme Court Sunday

Teenage Worker Woes 


Youth employment 
is down — especially 
for low-income teens 

TEEN JOBS I It’s a hard truth that 
has only gotten harder in this econ- 
omy: The less education you have, 
the more difficult it is to get a job. 
And competition for lower-paying 
jobs has meant that teens who want 
to work can’t find jobs, whether full- 
time or just for the summer. 

A recent study released by the 
Center for Labor Market Studies at 
Boston’s Northeastern University 
put the teen employment rate at 36.8 
percent, the lowest since 1948.

“Teenagers are at the end of the 
hiring queue,” said Andrew Sum, 
the center’s director, who noted that 
jobs that traditionally have gone to 
young people are often being taken 
by older unemployed adults — from 
those who’ve been laid off to retirees 
who are re-entering the job market 
to supplement their pensions. 

There are signs of hope. Those 
who track employment predict the 
summer job market will be a bit bet- 
ter for teens than last year. But, Sum 
cautioned, a true turnaround in the 
jobs market can take years — espe- 
cially for teens and even more so 
for minorities from low-income 
families. 


Last summer, Sum said more 
than 60 percent of white teens 
from upper-income families got 
jobs, while only 18 percent of low- 
income black teens found work. 

Before enrolling in the GED 
class at a nonprofit called Jobs for 
Youth, Chicago teen Erica Gomez 
was rejected from countless jobs 
because she lacked a high- school 
diploma. 

Chris Lynch — who teaches 
Gomez at Jobs for Youth — said 
the need for a high school diploma 
or, at the very least, the equivalent 
has never been greater. “So I’m just 
putting a little urge out there,” he 
told a class recently, “Show up!”

Workaholics 

S T R E S S I As the productivity of U.S. 
workers has soared in recent years, 
many employees feel the amount 
of work they’re doing is becoming 
onerous, according to a phone sur- 
vey of more than 2,600 people con- 
ducted by Randstad North America, 
a staffing firm. 

Sixty percent said they’re fine 
with their hours and overtime, 
but less than half (47 percent) said 
they’re OK with the amount of work 
employers expect them to handle. 

In addition, 80 percent of 
employees surveyed said compa- 
nies are expecting too few work- 
ers to handle too much work.

Belly of the Beasties 



The Beastie Boys give 
sentimental props to 
New York’s boroughs 

THE WAIT IS OVER I Long breaks 
between records are nothing new 
for the Beastie Boys: They took 
four years between 1994’s “111 
Communication” and their tri- 
ple-platinum follow-up, “Hello 
Nasty.” 

But they are willing to admit 
that the six years between “Nasty” 
and “To the 5 Boroughs,” out June 
15, would have been even longer if 
they had had their way. 

“Because of the way we choose 
to work and because we work in 
our own studio, we could really go 
on forever,” said Beastie Michael 
Diamond (known professionally 
as Mike D). 

Adam Horovitz (Ad-Rock) and 
Adam Yauch (MCA) round out the 
group. If the first single “Ch- Check 
It Out” is any indication, there’s a 
demand for the 15 -track set. 

“To the 5 Boroughs” is load- 
ed with political commentary, 
including calls to vote President 
Bush out of office (“That’s It That’s 
All”) and criticism of U.S. foreign 
policy (“Time to Build”). 

It also pays homage to the trio’s 
New York surroundings, best evi- 


denced in “An Open Letter to NYC.” 
Above a chopped-up sample of the 
Dead Boys’ “Sonic Reducer,” the 
group finds solace in the city’s 
post-Sept. 11 resiliency: “Since 
911 we’re still livin’/and lovin’ life 
we’ve been given/ain’t nothing gonna 
take that away from us/we’re lookin’ 
pretty and gritty ‘cause in the city 
we trust.” 

But the Beasties don’t skimp on 


their trademark goofball humor. 
They littered the album with ref- 
erences to such pop -culture figures 
as Fred Sanford, the Keebler Elves, 
Ron Popeil, Herman Munster, Jabba 
the Hut and Foghorn Leghorn. 

“Seventy percent of the album 
or more is basically us just trying 
to entertain each other and have a 
good time,” Mike D said. 

To emphasize the straight-ahead 


hip-hop sound of “Boroughs,” the 
Beasties plan to forgo live instru- 
mentation and tour simply with DJ 
Mix Master Mike. 

“One of the things we’ve talk- 
ed about is actually not waiting so 
long until we record the next record, 
because we did a lot more songs 
than we wound up using,” added 
Mike D. “Of course, give it a year.”

Americas the Beautiful

M U S l C I Leave it to a bicultural, mul- 
tilingual Mexican American, raised 
in Oaxaca and Minnesota, to create 
one of the most original and pro- 
gressive works of Mexican music. 
Lila Downs offers a fresh and mod- 
ern document that joyfully reveals 
the rich well of inspiration. 

In her fourth album, “One 
Blood/Una Sangre” (Narada; in 
stores tomorrow), Downs moves 
far beyond her devotion to indig- 
enous traditions, achieving a stun- 
ning breadth of styles. 

By borrowing instruments and 
musicians from various countries, 
Downs blasts through musical bor- 


ders as she does through octaves 
with her husky, opera-trained 
voice. 

Much of the album’s excitement 
arises from her band’s radical revi- 
sion of Mexican standards, reveal- 
ing new meanings in songs that have 
become trite stereotypes. 

The suite -like arrangement of 
“La Bamba,” a song that alludes 
to the U.S. invasion of Veracruz 
in 1914, invokes Mexico’s African 
roots with layers of percussion 
and Afro -pop guitar. And Downs’s 
eerie, hallucinogenic rendition of 
“La Cucaracha,” a folk song from 
the Mexican Revolution, adds 


modern verses to skewer the cor- 
ruption of the Communist Party 
and the sacrifice of young soldiers 
in war, an obvious reference to the 
war in Iraq. 

The multinational band, aug- 
mented by three guest musicians, 
maximizes the sense of musical 
discovery by using startling tempo 
changes, unexpected instrumenta- 
tion and electronic effects. 

Embedded in the arrangements 
is the distant warbling of suffering 
spirits, a hypnotic Catholic prayer, 
an electronic wah-wah enhancing 
portents of doom, agustin *

EXTREME TV I Paul Abeytais serv- 
ing up something strange — and 
making it fresh — as the produc- 
er of Spike TV’s “Most Extreme 
Elimination Challenge.”

New Lease on Life for ‘Life 


RE-ANIMATION I Life magazine is 
being reborn, again. 

Time Inc. has shut down Life 
twice before, once in 1972 and again 
in 2000. But this time, the publish- 
ing company thinks it has found 
the right formula — distributing 
the magazine as a weekly supple- 
ment in newspapers. 

Starting this fall, Life will begin 
appearing on Fridays in more than 


50 major newspapers, including 
the Los Angeles Times, the New 
York Daily News and the Miami 
Herald. 

Life magazine has survived as 
a publisher of occasional “booka- 
zines” — a cross between books and 
magazines — in the years since its 
latest shutdown in 2000, including 
a wide-selling post-Sept. 11 publi- 
cation called “One Nation.” 


Andrew Blau, who is oversee- 
ing the business side of the maga- 
zine, said Time Inc. did some mar- 
ket research and found that there 
were still high levels of interest in 
Life magazine’s brand among con- 
sumers and advertisers. 

The idea of publishing Life as a 
newspaper supplement had been 
around for some 10 years, but was 
taken up in earnest about a year 



ago, Blau said. 

Time Inc. has made deals with 
several major newspaper publishers 
to carry the Life supplement, includ- 
ing Tribune Co., Knight Ridder and 
the McClatchy Co. 

With an initial circulation of 12 
million, Life will be smaller than 
its two main rivals in the week- 
end newspaper supplement busi- 
ness. Parade, a unit of Advance 
Publications, boasts a circulation 
of 36 million, while Gannett Co.’s 
USA Weekend has a circulation of 
23 million, seth sutel (ap)

Where would you rank Ray Charles 
in the pantheon of popular music? 

Right at the top. It’s a very crowd- 
ed top, I know, but he’s one of the 
most revolutionary figures. He rede- 
fined music and therefore changed 
everything that came after, in the 
manner of Louis Armstrong and 
Hank Williams and Charlie Parker. 
He is one of the true giants. The 
term “genius” is tossed around a 
lot, but he truly was. 

I understand he played 200 nights 
or more a year. Why did he work at 
such a pace? 

Guys like Ray Charles, that’s 
what they do. They’re musicians, 
they play. They don’t sit around the 
studio waiting to be inspired. They 
get on the road and play and that’s 
how they learn their craft. Louis 
Armstrong and Benny Goodman 
and Pablo Casals and Andre Segovia 
and Muddy Waters played up to the 
very end. That’s what real musi- 
cians do. 

I was surprised that he was only 
73. When did his career start? 

His first recordings were done 
for a small label called Swingtime in 
1949. In 1952 he moved to Atlantic 
Records, a bigger company which 
specialized in rhythm and blues. His 
big break was in 1955, with “I Got A 
Woman,” although he did have hits 
with some earlier material. 

Will the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
be doing anything in his honor? 
When was he inducted?
